Antioch joins the new 
Solid Waste Agency

.The Antioch Board of Trustees has 
agreed to allow the village to join the 
Solid Waste Agency of Lake County, 
which involves a $5,000 membership fee. 

So far, the village is one of about a 
dozen communities who have committed 
to the agency. According to Asst. County 
Adm. Bill Barron, at least 20 communities 
in the county need to join before the solid 
waste plan can be implemented. 

"This agency is a model for the state 
and possibly for the nation," Trustee 
Marilyn Shineflug said. She added that 
this is the only county in Illinois that has 
devised an intergovernmental organization 
to handle solid wastes. 



possibly an incinerator. "We'll be able to 
discuss individual technologies before 
we'll have to commit." ' Once members 
agree to the types of disposal, then they 
would have to commit to delivering their 
"waste streams." 

Shineflug added that the solid waste 
plan should significantly curb the amount 
of waste that is going into landfills. 

The intial fee to join the agency ranges 
from $5,000 to $25,000, depending on the 
size of the community. Antioch's size 
dictated a $7,500 fee. 

Barron said that he believes the duty of 
the local officials regarding the agency is 
"an awesome responsibility. "This is an 
intergovernmental agency because dealing 
(effectively and environmentally) with

participate in organizing the agency. 
We'll all be able to deal with the 
economical, political and environmental 
problems that could surround waste 
disposal." 

Shineflug said the agency, will discuss 
recycling, composting, landfills, and 



communities. 

"If the plan is implemented as it was 
conceived, this will be the county's largest 
public works responsibility," Barron said. 

He added that he has already received 
international requests for the solid waste 
plan.

Mapping of wetlands in farm areas urged 



The Swampbustcr provision of the 
1985 Farm Bill requires that the Soil 
Conservation Service (SCS) notify pro- 
ducers participating in USDA programs 
whether or not wetlands are present in 
their farm fields. To assist the SCS Dis- 
trict Conservationist in making wetland 
determinations the recently completed 
SCS Wetland Inventory will be utilized. 

The Lake County Wetland Inventory 
is a comprehensive and updated mapping 
of existing wetland resources. Areas iden- 
tified on the inventory can be expected to 
have, under natural conditions, the three 
characteristics of a wetland: hydric soils, 
hydrophytie vegetation and wetland hy- 
drology. Both urban and agricultural areas 
were inventoried. It is anticipated that this 
inventory is more comprehensive and up 
to date than the widely recognized Na- 
tional Wetlands Inventory (NWI) pub- 
lished by the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice in 1980. 

The determination process will begin 
shortly. Each producer that has a current 
Highly Erodiblc Land and Wetland 
Certification on file with ASCS, will re- 
ceive a revised Highly Erodiblc Land and 
Wetland Conservation Determination. The 
determination will be accompanied by an 

aerial photograph showing the location 



and type of any areas considered to be 

wetlands and highly erodiblc land designa- 
tions for all tracts of land they currently 
farm. Wetlands that will be shown on the 
photographs include artificial wetlands, 
farmed wetlands and typical wetlands. 

Once the determinations have been 
completed and mailed to those producers 
currently participating in USDA pro- 
grams, a public meeting will be held to 

explain the methodology used to prepare 
the inventory, the determination process 
and appeal rights. Wetland determinations 

arc considered to be final 45 days after the 
producer is notified of the determination. 
Prior to the expiration of the 45 day pe- 
riod the person may request in writing a 
reconsideration, which is the first step to 
appeal the determination. 

• Producers arc strongly encouraged to 
document the presence of subsurface field 

tiles. By doing so, activities associated 
with maintenance of existing system is 
allowed in many cases. In addition, there 
will be permanent records that will assist 
with planning of urban development. In 
many cases, tile lines arc interrupted by 
development activities and arc not prop- 
erly rerouted or repaired; resulting in seri-

One Christmas tree may not be enough 



Perhaps the most 
dominant and essential 
decoration of the holiday is 
the Christmas tree. 

Years ago, families relied 
on the forest to provide a 
tree. Today, most 
Christmas trees are 
commercially grown on tree 
farms, which are called 
plantations. 

At the 80-acre Chiodo 
Farms in Independence 
Twp., Joe Chiodo has been 
spending much of his time 
of late unloading the flatbed 
trucks that bring freshly cut 
evergreen trees from 
Pennsylvania and Ohio.

"It used to be that people 
just put up one tree," Chido 
said. "But now so many 
people put up more than 
one tree — one for the kid's 
room, one for the foyer and 
one for the living room." 

Finely shaped trees just 
don't grow. that way. They 
must be pruned, shaped, 
watered and sprayed, Chido 
said. Some sprays, like the 
environmentally safe sprays 
he uses, require more 
frequent applications than 
do other brands. 

Alan Dambach of Lake 
Forest Gardens in Fombell 
said the Scotch pine, the 



most popular tree in 
western Pennsylvania, 
requires seven to nine years 
of care before it is ready for 
market. 

People are now buying 
and decorating their 
Christmas trees earlier than 
they used to. 

"It used to be that people 
would put it up the day 
before Christmas," said 
Larry Kuhns, a Penn State 
professor of horticulture. "If 
you are going to bring it in 
early, you have to get a tree 
that has good needle 
retention. 

"If you are going to bring 



it in the week of Christmas, 
then you can get just about 
anything." 

Once the tree is home, a 
fresh cut should be made in 
the base of the trunk and the 
tree placed in water mixed 
with a preservative. 

The tree will drink a large 
amount of water in the first 
few days. The water level 
should not dip below the 
cut; otherwise, a seal will 
form and prevent the tree 
from absorbing water. 

A tree with a high - 
moisture content is about as 
flammable as a damp leaf, 
Dambach said.

Displayed are gifts for children, women 
and men, Christmas trees of several 
origins, plus stories about how the 
modern Santa Claus came to be. 

"We have rag dolls dating to the tum-of- 
the century, plus picture games that 
move," said Roberta Knirsch, the 
historical society's director. "For the 
gentlemen, we have the shirts with the 
bottohed-on-collars from the 1920s and 
Victorian shirts for the ladies. 11 

The exhibit features four trees that each 
have a different history. 

"The Paradise Tree' is from the mystery 
plays of the Middle Ages," Knirsch said. 
"The plays were usually about Adam and 
Eve and the tree was the only scenery they 
had. The only things on the tree were 
apples, cherries and holy wafers. This 
was the forerunner of the Christmas tree." 

Knirsch also explained the beginning of 
the home decorating tradition. "Druid 
priests -- Celtic priests that pre-date 
Christian times — would decorate the 
houses during the winter solstice to insure 
that spring would eventually come again. 

"Additionally, gifts were presented at 
the turn of the new year in hopes that 
spring would return. Winters were pretty 
dismal back then." 

Knirsch said that the Christians took 
this tradition, plus the idea of the Paradise 
Tree and the practice of decorating homes 
and used them for their newly developed 
holidays to add emphasis to the Christian 
events. But (the traditions) are really 
pagan. 

The second tree replicates the original 
German Christmas tree. "The Germans 
changed the holy wafers to cookies and 
added roses, which was the symbol of the 
Virgin Mary," Knirsch said. "On our tree, 
we have white, yellow and red roses." 



The exhibit also displays a Victorian 
tree from England. "Queen Victoria's 
husband. Prince Albert from Germany 
brought over the tree from his native 
country and elaborated the decorations. 
This went over very big in England and 
the decorations became pretty intricate." 

"It's interesting to note that Americans 
were introduced to the Christmas tree 
before the English," Knirsch said. 
"Germans, who were hired as mercenary 
soldiers by the British for the 
Revolutionary War, decorated trees while 
they were in the colonies. The colonists 
quickly adopted the tradition." 

Another tree displayed is one that would 
have been seen during pioneer times. "It's 
decorated with home-made or gathered 
ornaments. On our tree, we have woven 
paper red hearts of Scandinavian motif." 

The last tree that is displayed is the 
"modern" Christmas tree. "This tree 
originated when most people stopped 
making the decorations and started buying 
them from mail-order catalogs and later, 
from the stores. Also, when the electric 
lights were invented, strings of lights 
gradually replaced candles." 

Knirsch said the museum also has 
pictures and documents telling the stories 
of St. Nicholas, Sinter Klass, and Santa 
Claus. 

"St. Nicholas was a fourth-century 
bishop from Myra. He would drop bags of 
gold down the chimney of poor girl's 
homes so. that their families could afford 
dowries. He was also the patron saint of 
pawn-brokers! The bags of gold turned 
into golden, balls which he held in his 
hands. 

"Sinter Klass came from Dutch. When 
the Dutch emigrated to America, he 
became Santa Claus. This is the first time 
the Christmas personification appeared - 
well, heavy. The change first appeared in 
the poem 'Twas the night before 
Christmas', He's described as a merry old 
elf with a belly that when he laughed, 
shook like a bowl full of jelly."

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Antioch Chamber 
endorses program

The Antioch Chamber of Commerce 
has endorsed the Millbum Community 
School Dist. 34 Honors Credit Card 
Program and is urging participation from 
its members. 

According to Cheryl Kuccra, the 
program's coordinator, the credit cards arc 
an additional incentive for junior high 
students to cam higher grades. 

"Almost 60% of our students were on 
the A-B honor roil for the first quarter, and 
when they heard we would be starting this 
program in January, they were really 
excited," Kuccra said. 

The program is structured so that at the 
end of the grading quarter, students who 
have maintained an "A" or "B" average for 
the quarter receive a laminated "credit" card 
with their picture on it and a special 
punch indicating the quarter issued. 

Supporting Antioch merchants will 
receive a listing of the names of those 
who received cards. "A" average students 
will be issued gold cards, which will make 
them eligible for a certain discount or free 
gift. "B" average students will receive 
blue cards and will be eligible for a 
slightly lessor discount or free gift. 

"We've already received over ten 
committments on our first dsy out," 
Kucera said of the Parent-Teacher 
Organization's soliciation of Antioch's 
businesses, 

"We'll help with anything that is 
feasible to encourage the kids to study," 
Chamber Pres. Jack Thelcn said. "We 



also hope the community joins with the 
chamber and the school in support of 
this." 

"We want to stress, however, that this 
is in addition to, and not a substitute for 
parental encouragement to study. We 
hope parents will want to instill the love 
of learning for learning's sake. The honor 
card program is meant to additionally 
reward the students." 

The chamber board said that merchants' 
donations can take one of several forms. 
They could donate percentage discounts, 
free gifts of food or product, if the nature 
of their business lends itself to this form 
of support. 

However, the board continued, if a 
merchants' business is of a different 
nature, i.e., a bank or health care provider, 
he or she could give a donation to help 
with the start-up costs of the program. 

A member could also fashion a reward 
individually. 

The chamber board said the merchants 
will benefit from increased advertising via 
the school and through local newspapers 
and other media. Additionally, the 
students and parents will become more 
aware of the services and products that area 
merchants can provide. 

"This can be a good program for 
everyone involved," organizers said. 

Kucera said the students are really 
looking forward to it. 

Thelcn said letters were sent to all of 
the chamber members urging their 
participation. "If any other school would 
like to organize a similar program, the 
chamber would look into endorsing it."

German diplomat sees bright trading future

A country the size of Montana is the 
centerpiece of a historic experiment of the 
12 nation-European Community, a single 
market that will be comparable to the 
United States in size, population and 
economic vitality. 

That's the picture of modern Germany- 
unified Germany— painted by Karl Gcorg- 
Schon, deputy counsel general in Chicago 
who is a temporary North Shore resident 
while serving his country in the Federal 
Republic's second largest consulate in the 
U.S., The German consulate in Chicago. 

Schon, who views the international 
political and economic scene through 
thick-lenscd glasses and from behind a 
rather scruffy beard, is closing in on- 100 
talks before civic and business groups, 
telling the story of what's going on in his 
homeland. 

In near perfect English and possessing a 
lively sense of humor, the career foreign 
service aide offered a surprisingly concise 
reason how the Cold War ended so 
abruptly. , 

"Communist domination broke down.- 
After 45 years Eastern European nations 
recognized that communism was a total 
economic failure,* 1 declared Schon, who 
resides in Winnetka with his wife and two 
children. 

Eastern bloc nations possess state-of-the- 
art industrial technology — 1940's style, 
Schon remarked wryly as he addressed 
members of the Fox Lake Rotary Club, 
his second Lake County talk in recent 
weeks. "I'm afraid the solution to most of 



Eastern Europe's manufacturing problems 
is a bulldozer," the chain-smoking 
diplomat added bluntly. 

West Germany is prepared to spend over 
a trillion dollars and nearly a decade to 
bring East Germany "into line." Leaders 
of his country arc looking to the private 
sector to provide the massive investment 
to modernize East Germany, Schon 
reported, including U.S. investment East 
Germany is in economic turmoil with 



massive unemployment being part of the 
rebuilding. 

"That's the bad news," Schon stated. 
"The good news is Eastern Germany is a 
booming consumer's market." In East 
Germany, Schon said only 17 percent of 
the homes have telephones; 30 percent 
have color television. VCR's are 
unknown. , 

The situation is ripe, according to 
Schon, for American business to step in 




and fill the needs of East German's 
anxious to catch up with the modern 
world. "The U.S. can make an automatic 
profit due to the trade deficit," Schon 
declared. 
Schon asked a surprising question. Was 
uie Cold War so bad? From the German 
point of view, the answer was no because 
the Cold War provided political and 
military stability. "We knew who the 
good guys and bad guys were. The Cold 
War provided 45 years of peace, the 
longest peace in this history of Europe." 

"The challenge now is for the industrial 
world to replace a rather simple 
stucture(U.S. vs. Soviet Russia) with 
continued peace and stability," Schon 
pointed out. 

Schon said the building blocks for 
continued peace and economic prosperity 
are creation of the European Common 
Market, continuation of NATO and 
success of the new Conference on Security 
and Cooperation of Europe<CSCE). 

Touching on history and politics, Schon 
said the U.S. learned a lesson from World 
War I. That was to maintain a presence in 
Europe after winning World War II. 
Schon made another startling statement, 
characterizing the Cold War as "World 
War la- 
in case Americans think they have it 
tough, Schon pointed out that Europeans 
pay $3.80 to $5 per gallon of gasoline to 
drive their autos which have been made 
extremely fuel efficient in recent years. 
"If you had followed the same path after 
the oil crisis' of 1974 and 1980, the U.S. 
wouldn't be worried about Middle East 
oil," Schon remarked in this blunt style. 



Court upholds fees 
in landfill suit 



On Monday Lake County State's Atty. 
Michael J. Waller announced a court 
ruling which signals a turning point in 
the nearly three-year-old dispute between 
area landfill operators and die county. 

The landfill operators have sought to 
challenge a county-wide surcharge on solid 
waste disposal. The court dismissed nine 
of 10 counts in the class action lawsuit 
which has been pending since February of 
1988. 

The class action, led by ARF Landfill 
Inc., challenges the constitutionality of 
the county ordinance establishing the 
surcharge. The surcharge is paid by 
landfill operators to the county, and is 
assessed based on the amount of solid 
waste disposed of in each landfill on a 
quarterly basis. The proceeds of the 
surcharge, which have been ear-marked by 
the county for use in a county-wide 
landfill inspection program, are being held 
in escrow pending the final outcome of 
the case. To dale more than $2 1/2 
million have been paid into the escrow 
fund. 

The order, entered Tuesday by Circuit 
Judge Charles F. Scott, ruled that the first 
nine counts of the complaint failed to 
establish that the county ordinance was 
unconstitutional. The Plaintiffs were 
given leave to re-file their tenth count in 



order to add more detailed allegations. This 
tenth count challenges the 
constitutionality of the fee schedule which 
ARF claims favors smaller landfills at the 
expense of larger competitors. 

According to Asst. State's Atty. 
Mitchell Hoffman, smaller landfills pay 
less under the fee schedule because they 
are less costly to monitor and inspect than 
larger landfills. 

ARF has until Dec. 11 to re-file its 
remaining count.

Al the risk of being accused of being 
over reactive, Round Lake Beach police arc 
organizing their own gang unit to be 
patterned after the Waukegan Police DcpL 
gang unit. Similar gang units also arc 
being organized by police in Mundclcin, 
Libcrtyviilc and Vernon Hills. There even 
is talk of forming a network of police 
gang units. 

Is a good bit of Lake County suddenly 
becoming overrun by juvenile gangs?- Not 
at all. What's happening is that more and 
more police departments in the county arc 
running into juvenile criminal activity 
that fits inner-city gang M.O.— guns, 
graffiti, clothes, jargon and so forth. 

This doesn't mean that our town and 



neighboring communities already have 
been engulfed in "gangism" or are about to 
be infested. What it means is that crime 
patterns arc changing like everything else 
is changing.

New traffic solutions 



Well traveled, arterial highways are 
ticketed for a new role by the Chicago 
Area Transportation Study (CATS) as 
alternatives to clogged expressways. 

CATS is going to develop a system of 
"strategic regional artcrials" (SRA) to 
supplement the overworked expressway 
system. The SRA system will be 
composed of 1,340 miles of arterial roads 
in northeastern Illinois. The SRA 
system was developed from a list of 
candidate roads. SRAs are about three 
miles apart in dense areas, five miles in 
suburban areas and eight miles in more 
rural areas. Rtc. 59 in west Lake County 
is an example of a suburban SRA. Rtc. 
173 is an example of a rural SRA. 
Western Ave. in Chicago is an urban SRA 
route. 

Where roadway expansion may not be 
possible, urban SRA improvements 
include additional left-turn lanes at 
intersections; suburban SRA 
improvements will be typified by 
construction of additional lanes and 
installation of traffic signals. In rural 
areas, SRA designation will result in 
right-of-way preservation and restriction of 



access in favor of through traffic 
movement. 

Routes currently being studied in the 
first phase of SRAs arc: Ontario and Ohio 
streets; Michigan Ave.; Lake Cook Rd.; 
Willow/Palatine Rd.; Randall RdTRtc. 31; 
95th and 87th streets, U.S. Rtc. 30, Rtcs. 
64 and 59, and Milwaukee Ave. 

Once a consultant finishes his work, the 
public will be invited to provide input. 
Public hearings for the first phase of 
SRAs arc expected to begin in mid-to-late 
1991. 

Over the years, we've come to look 
upon CATS as sort of a "trailer breaker" 
for Illinois Dcpt. of Transportation(IDOT) 
land acquisition projects for new highway 
construction. In a welcome change, 
CATS appears to be engaging in some 
much needed original research. For once, 
it appears a highway study group is 
looking for transportation answers that 
don't involve the wholesale plunder of 
open space. 
Maybe there arc ways after all of solving 
traffic problems other than laying out 
more tracks of concrete and asphalt

It is unfortunate that the school 
districts have to spend so much time and 
effort to get out votes on bond issues. It 
would be nicer if we didn't have to hire 
fund raisers but could concentrate on 
educators.

Forty-seven school districts including 
Chicago, Antioch and Lake Villa have 
banded together in a law suit to remove 
some of the inequities in the States aid to 
education. The suit points out that the 
school districts with the highest spending 
per student have lower tax rates, on 
average, than the districts which have the 
least to spend on their students. 
Unfortunately Dist. 46 decided not to 
participate in the suit.

Question of ethics 

Editor 

During the last election, charges from 



Robert Churchill complaining of negative 
campaigning were numerous. Negative 
describes many of the races. Few would 
argue that the Dist. 61 race was the most 
pervasively negative in Lake County. The 
character assassination of John Matijcvich 
attempted by Tom Clement found even 
fellow Republicans critical. Based on 
comments by Churchill which lavishly 
praised the Clement campaign, it was 
quite apparent that this vile conduct was 
encouraged, if not engineered, by Lake 
County Party Chairman Churchill. 

Churchill had motivation to seek 
revenge on John Matijcvich. A house 
resolution (HR2000) was introduced by 
Matijcvich calling for an investigation 
into the IDOT land purchase scam. Other 
investigations were also called fo by 
various members of the Lake County 
board including many Republicans for 
insider dealing. Assorted newspaper 
accounts carried these stories. To date no 
calls for investigation have resulted in 
action by the proper authorities. Neither 
has there been official announcement 
exonerating Churchill. 

Churchill is an attorney as well as a 
legislator. Attorneys are held to an ethical 
standard of conduct independent of the 
political arena. This standard is enforced 
by the ARDC, a state supreme court 
agency. The complaint filed against 
Churchill came after the other calls for 



investigation had. failed to materialize in 
determining' whether wrong doing had 
occurred. 

The ARDC action is a question of 
legality, not politics. The election 
outcome in no way effects the complaint 
of investigation it calls for. This 
complaint was based on extensive 
documentation made available through die 
freedom of information act The precedent 
set by the censure of former Chicago 
Alderman Edward Vrdolyak is the 
foundation of the ARDC complaint 
against Churchill. 

The question of ethics in politics is of 
great concern to many voters. The current 
"Keating Five" senate hearings illustrates 
the need for questioning the ethics of 
public servants at all levels of 
government. Legislators who happen also 
to be lawyers can expect to be held to an 
even higher standard. How high a standard 
is the very question my complaint seeks 

to have answered.

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Doctor researches lifesaving applications for an old drug

Cancer is a frightening disease. Despite . 
the energy and funds which have been 
expended on research, there still appears to 
be no true "cure" for cancer. In the area of 
breast cancer, even the mammogram ' 
which can detect cancer in its earliest 
stages is still a stressful test to undergo 
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Dr. Avre perceiveVlFT as a "subject of; 
medical/scientific interest. He feels it 
should be brought to trie attention of trie 
medical ^community: iirst- and in the 
appropriate /fashion. Well aware of the 
steps required for the conduct of ethical 
medical research in this country , Dr. Ayre>

Soon, perhaps, the entire arena of cancer 
treatment can take on a more positive 
note. 

University of Health Sciences at the 
Chicago Medical School in North 
Chicago is the facility where Dr. Steven 
G. Ayre does his research. He is a 
distinguished, looking professional is 
starched blue lab coat who at forty- 
something is extremely excited about his 
research. He is most enthusiastic about 
sharing his work on insulin potentiation 
therapy (IPT), which has shown success 
in the treatment of breast cancer. 

Dr. Ayre, a 1971 graduate of the Univ. 
of Ottawa Medical School has been 
involved with Family Practice since 1972 
with his father, Dr. William Burton Ayre. 
His father in collaboration with his uncle 
Dr. James Emcst Ayre was responsible for 
developing the PAP test. In fact, the 
popsicle stick like instrument used in the 
procedure is called the "Ayre spatula." 

Dr. Ayre became interested in insulin 
potentiation therapy in the mid 1970's 
when he became familiar with its use in 
Mexico. The use of insulin in the 
treatment of certain maladies was 
developed in Mexico during the I930's by 
a Dr. Donato Perez Garcia, Sr. It was 
practiced by this pioneering physician at 
his Mexico City clinic for many years 
until his death in 1971, at which point his 
son Dr. Donato Perez Garcia y Bcllon 
who had been working with his father 
since 1955, continued the work. 

In 1926, insulin was a new and 
exciting medical discovery. Dr. Perez was 
particularly interested in its use in the 
management of selected cases of non- 
diabetic malnutrition. Seizing on the 
possibilities for his own problem here, 
Dr. Perez proceeded to undertake the 
treatment of his condition by 
administering small doses of the hormone 
to himself by intravenous injection 
directly before each of his meals. After 
several weeks, he was completely relieved 
of all his gastric problems and 
additionally, his body weight increased to 
"that of normal levels. Even after he 
discontinued the use -.of insulin he 



remained in good health. 

From this experience, Dr Perez 
concluded that insulin in some way had 
improved the absorption of the food he 
had eaten. He also concluded that insulin 
had caused an enhancement of 
transmembrane transport, caused the cells 
to become more permeable, and changed 
them in a positive way. He hoped that 
perhaps he could show that other 



insulin potentiation therapy or IPT as he 
calls it. However, since insulin is 
the most intensively studied molecule in 
the history of biochemistiy, as the years 
passed, he came across the work of a 
growing number of researchers who 
seemed to be looking at non-diabetic uses 
for insulin. By 1985, he had compiled a 
significant amount of scientific evidence 
supportive of the therapy, and had worked

substance such as drugs could be more 
effective when given concurrently with 
insulin. He reasoned that if this were true 
that lower doses of drugs could be 
effective when administered with insulin. 
His experimental work with animals 
showed that insulin caused the crucial 
blood-brain barrier to be breached. 

In 1947 he developed the first 
successful protocol for treating a case of 
cancer with the therapy. It was because 
Dr. Perez could provide no sound 
scientific basis for his result that this 
therapy found little acceptance. It was not 
that Dr. Perez did not try to communicate 
his ideas, he wrote voluminously to his 
colleagues. But it was difficult to 
establish a sound scientific basis for his 
therapy during a time when medical 
' technology was. not sophisticated enough 
to provide the necessary science. 

Dr. Ayre first heard of this work in the 
fall of 1975, and spent the month of 
November of that year working with Dr. 
Perez at his clinic in Mexico City. He 
was very impressed with the results of the 
work that he saw produced by the therapy, 
though the work was completely 
empirical and without any recognized 
scientific basis. As science is the only 
legitimate language for communicating 
about medical discoveries, developing a 
sound scientific basis for the therapy has 
always been the focus for his work with 



this into a credible explanation for it. The 
material was submitted and accepted for 
publication in June of 1986. 

For many years now, Dr. Ayre has 
been laying the groundwork for FDS 
approval of IPT. The steps that must be 
followed to gain FDS approval arc first 
basic scientific research that involves 
animal and tissue culture experimentation. 

Aware of the fact that the scientific 
validation of any medical therapy is 
essential to FDA approval, Dr. Ayre 
established the Medical Renaissance 
Foundation. The Primary goal of MRF is 
to proceed with the scientific validation in 
this country of a form of medical therapy 
developed abroad and employed there with 
great success for over 50 years. 

It is with great sadness that Dr. Ayre 
talks of a patient of his who just 
underwent a mastectomy as a radical cure 
for breast cancer. He points out that the 
current treatment of breast cancer involves 
surgical removal of the breast, followed 
by chemotherapy, radiation, and hormonal 
therapy. 

Dr. Ayre hopes that his work with the 
Medical Renaissance Foundation will 
change the status quo. The effects of 
radical mastectomy as part pf the cure of 
breast cancer weigh heavily on the patient 
in the areas of cosmetic defects, infertility, 
and problems of psychological nature.

Mastectomy is not required with IPT. Dr. 
Garcia wrote in the European Journal of 
Cancer of a 32 year old woman who found 
a lump in her right breast in November 
1988. A subsequent mammogram and 
biopsy confirmed the cancer. After eight 
weeks of IPT, the lump was no longer 
palpable. A mammogram at three months 
showed no signs of cancer. Insulin should 
not be considered to be the curative but 
the catalyst in all such instances. The 
presence of the insulin allows the drugs 
involved in the chemotherapy' to 
successfully penetrate the cancer cells. The 
insulin pcrmcabilizcs cancer cell 
membranes to anticancer drugs. This 
allows for a higher and thus more effective 



inraccllular concentration of these cellular 
agents. This can be accomplished using a 
lower total dose of medication thus 
reducing the many dose-related side effects 
of these drugs. As with any therapeutic 
practice, there have been failures with it, 
and far advanced cases predominate in 
these. Insulin potentiation therapy is not a 
miracle; it is simply medicinc-and it may 
prove to be very good medicine. 

Through his teaching appointment in 
the Dcpt. of Family Medicine at The 
Chicago Medical School, Dr. Ayrc 
managed to interest members of that 
institution's Dcpt. of Pharmacology and 
Molecular Biology in his work with IPT. 
With financial support and invaluable 
collaboration of one of the 



pharmacologists, Dr. David Mosnain, he 
undertook an animal study to investigate 
the hypothesis that insulin could influence 
the trans blood/brain passage of the AIDS 
drug AZT in the rat brain. Over the 
summer of 1988, and with the assistance 
of a very small staff, he managed to prove 
that insulin can modify the blood/brain 
barrier and allow AZT better penetration 
into the substance of the brain. He wrote 
up the data and presented his findings to 
conferences such as the V International 
Conference on AIDS in Montreal in June, 
1989. 

Coincident with his efforts to publicize 
IPT via these scientific meetings, he 
submitted data to the Food and Drug 
Admin. On Dec. S, 1988, he received his 



Investigational New Drug Number (IND) 
from them, granting him license to 
proceed with human clinical trails using 
insulin in conjunction with AZT. 

The American populace has much fear 
concerning certain diseases which they 
believe once diagnosed are certain, 
eventual death. IPT would finally free the 
patient population from the pressure of 
concerns about life-threatening diseases. 
Dr. Ayre's philosophy of medicine entails 
people getting on with life and 
emphasizing other things apart from the 
prevalent preoccupation with health care. 
In summation, he asks "What could 
possibly be more valuable for our society 
"than this?

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Today, Norwegian cooks still chill their gravlax under 
the snow during the holidays when space in their 
refrigerators is limited. They serve* it as a part of the 
traditional holiday smorgasbord with a special mustard 
sauce an crispbrod, or thin rye crackers. 

Classic Norwegian Gravlax 

3 to 3 1/2 lbs. fresh salmon, center cut, 
cleaned, boned and scaled 

1 large bunch of fresh dill 

1/4 cup kosher salt (or substitute regular salt) 
1/4 cup sugar 

2 Tbls, white peppercorns, crushed (or 
substitute black) 

Place one half of the fish, skin side down, in a deep glass 
or enamel casserole dish. Wash the dill and shake dry. 
Spread the dill on lop of the fish. (If the dill is not 
pungent, chop it coarsely before you spread it over the 
fish). In a separate bowl, combine the salt, sugar and 
crushed peppercorns. Sprinkle this mixture over the dill. 
Top this with the first half of the salmon. 

Cover the fish with aluminum foil and place a large, flat- 
bottomed platter over that. Weight the foil-covered fish 
evenly with several heavy food cans. Refrigerate 2 to 3 
days, turning the salmon every 12 hours and basting with 
the marinade that seeps out of the fish. Replace the platter 
and weights each time. (The gravlax will keep for up to 
seven days). 

When ready to serve, slice thinly on a diagonal. Garnish 
with lemon and serve with a mustard sauce as an appetizer. 

Gravlaxas 

(Traditional mustard and dill sauce for gravlax) 

4 Tbls. dark, highly seasoned mustard 
1 tsp. powdered mustard 

3 Tbls. sugar 

'2 Tbls. white vinegar 

1/3 cup good vegetable oil 

3 Tbls. fresh chopped dill 

Mix the two mustards together. Add sugar and vinegar 
until it forms a thick paste. Whisk in the oil to form a 
sauce with a mayonnaise-like consistency. Stir in the dill 
and cover tightly. Will keep for up to seven days 
refrigerated.

Quick cure Norwegian Gravlax 

2 Ml to 3 lbs. fresh salmon fillet, boned and 
skin on 

1 1/4 Tbls. kosher salt (or substitute, regular 
salt) 

3/4 Tbls. sugar 

2 tsp. fragrant dried dill 

2 to 3 Tbls. Aquavit (a Norwegian liqueur) 

Several sprigs of fresh dill for decoration 

Using a very sharp knife, trim off jagged or too-thin 
edges at both ends of the fillet. Then, starting at larger end 
slice the salmon in 1/8 inch thick slices, as though slicing 
smoked salmon (do not slice through the skin). Arrange the 
slices in one layer on a pastry sheet with the skin. Lay out 
the salmon skin with the flesh side facing up. 

In a small bowl, combine (he salt and sugar. Then 
sprinkle a good pinch of the mixture over each of the 
salmon slices. Dust each slice with the dried dill. Then rub 
each slice with a drop of the Aquavit. Turn each slice over 
and repeat curing procedure on the other side. Then season 
the flesh side of the skin in the same manner. 

Place the skin, flesh side up, on a serving platter and 
arrange slices on the skin. Cover sliced salmon with the 
fresh dill sprigs and wrap with p! astic. 

Refrigerate for several hours. The fish is ready to eat and 
will improve when chilled 24 hours. Serve with mustard- 
dill sauce as as appetizer.

A study group reviewing the progress of 
women in the Navy will solicit input 
from Navy men and women in the Great 
Lakes area during a local visit Dec. 8 to 
11. 

"We have assembled a tremendous array 
of talent and experience," said Rear 
Admiral Roberta L. Hazard, director of 
personal readiness and community

support, who is chairing the 25-mcmbcr 
Navy Women's Study Group. "Members 
of the group cover the spectrum of Navy 
people — officer and senior enlisted men 
and women from both ashore and afloat 
commands." 

The 13 women, 12 men, andsupporting 
staff will spend the next two months 
reviewing progress made since the Navy's 
first formal study group on women met in 
1987, and seeking new ways to ensure 
continued progress. . 

"We have aggressively implemented the 
vast majority of the recommendations 
from the 1987 study — such as opening the 
Combat Logistics Force ships to women, 
and equalizing sea/shore rotation," said 
Hazard. "It's encouraging that we arc 
reviewing that study to identify just how 
well those changes have taken hold, and 
also to identify new directions, new 



policies, and new opportunities for the 
90's." : 

Vice Adm. Mike Boorda, chief of naval 
personnel, told the group on its first day 
that the Navy is "better today than it was 
in 1 987." 

"Women arc being advanced at better 
percentages, and are serving in more 
jobs." He pointed, as an example, to the 
1,400 Navy women now serving in the 
Persian Gulf theater as part of Operation 
Desert Shield. 

"It's getting difficult to find 'firsts' for 
Navy women anymore," he said, "but we 
can't afford to become complacent. You're 
going to find a lot of things that we can 
and must do better." 

Boorda challenged the study group 
members to "rise above the emotion, and 
get to the facts. Only through truth will 
the Navy continue to advance." 

The study group is divided into four 
panels: policy and utilization, quality of 
life, equal opportunity, and other key 
issues (such as fraternization and single 
parents). Four seven-member travel teams, 
made up of representatives from each 
panel, will visit Navy commands at the 
following 15 world-wide locations: 
Western Pacific (Adak, 
Alaska/Guam/Hawaii; Europe (Holy 
Lock, Scotland/Kcfiavik, Iceland/Naples, 
Italy/Rota, Spain/Sigonclla, Sicily); West 
Coast and Midwest (San Diego/San 
Francisco/Naval Training Center Great 
Lakes); and East Coast (Brunswick, 
Maine/Jacksonville, Fla./Mayport, 
Fla. /Kings Bay, Ga./Norfolk, 



Va./Orlando, Fla.). 

During the visits, group members will 
solicit both oral and written input through 
surveys, meetings and interviews. 
Prearranged groups will be asked to 
complete a written survey, and will then 
be asked specific questions concerning 
each panel area. To facilitate honest 
discussion and prevent intimidation, 
interview groups will be categorized 
according to sex and rank. 

Study group members will also be 
available for one-on-one discussion during 
the evening at a phone number, and 
meeting area to be publicized locally. 
Team members will also meet privately 
with command leaders. 

Navy men and women who do not have 
the opportunity to talk personally with 
study team members may provide direct 
input to the study group through special 
telephone numbers. The" following 
numbers will be manned Monday through 
Friday from 8 a.m. to 6 p.m. (EST), until 
Dec. 14: 1(800)235-2749 (toll free), or 
autovon 225-8077 (for overseas callers). 

Data collected from the visits and 
telephone calls will be combined wit 
input gained from briefings and other 
sources such as a recent Black Women's 
Study Group report. All inputs will be 
carefully assessed and analyzed with the 
support and advice of trained facilitators 
and analysts. 

Following an interim report to the 
Chief of Naval Operations on Dec. 15, the 
study group will begin to compile data 
into recommendations and conclusions.

The final report will be written in 
January, followed by briefings and reports 
to Navy leaders and others. 

According to CapL Kathleen Bruyers, a 
study group member who also participated 
in the 1987 study, the focus of the final 
report will be both pragmatic and far- 
sighted. "We have been steadily 
implementing the' 1987 
recommendations," said Bruyere. "Now we 
need to look at the role of Navy women 
into the next century." 

Adm. Hazard emphasized that any 
conclusions or recommendations resulting 
from the study group will be based only 
on hard data, not on opinion. "The study 
group will give the Navy a road map to 
ensure that we stay on target," said 
Hazard.
